is the condition of the roads of all kinds. The break-up of the 
winter has made almost all roads impassable in that section. The 
removal and delivery of any goods is almost impossible, and 
naturally this prevents much stock going into the market. Fur- 
thermore, these roads cannot improve greatly for two or three 
weeks, as the whole country is under snow, to a greater or less 
extent and the prevailing precipitations will thus add a double 
quantity of moisture to that already existing and the roads will 
become the natural revulets for the escape of these floods. Thus 
the influences operating in that section all tend to lessen the prob- 
able pack of peas this year and will render a more stable and sat- 
isfactory market for peas, than prevailed last year. 

Corn and tomatoes, being annual crops of later seeding than 
peas, will escape some of the difficulties that surround the earlier 
article, as the progress of the spring will put all sections of the 
country into better shape. The sugar corn crop gives promise 
of following the course of the past two vears, which has been 
satisfactory in every respect, except certain local weather inte? 
ferences. During the past month corn has been gradually settling 
in price, in respect to canned corn, until it is now about seasonable 
in value, and while there does not appear to be any great desire 
to make contracts for futures in a general sense, the market is 
gradually assuming normal conditions and present quotations 
will probably hold for both spot and futures for some months. 

Tomatoes are becoming a little stronger in the market from 
the force of the effect of consumption, and the evidence now 
is that we will have a very solid market, although not a high- 
priced one, for tomatoes during this summer and next fall. Hold- 
ings of New Jersey goods in that state are being forced upon 
the market for the sake of clearing off debts before the opening 
of the new season: growers, packers and buyers all being inter- 
ested and there have been some sacrifices in these goods during 
the past week. Outside of these sacrafices there has been not a 
great deal doing, and canned goods brokers have very little busi- 
ness to report and scarcely any changes in quotations. The to- 


mato pulse however is getting firmer, and it seems that we have 
probably had to record the last 60 and 621%4¢ tomatoes for this 
season. An undoubtedly bad effect, however, has been produced 
by the long-prevailing low prices for this vegetable in tin, for it 
is a fact that buyers like to consider a low price as fixed, that 
they may begin another bear movement for a lower fixed range. 

In fruits, pineapples naturally get first attention, at least 
from the packers at this season of the year. The West India 
crop will probably be about an average one, both in quantity and 
quality. The Florida prospects have suffered somewhat from 
the late cold snap down there, but the market for canned pine- 
apple is fully as cleaned up as usual and buyers are already 
waiting the new stock to put in its appearance. Some buyers 
are making a special effort to push Singapore (East India) in the 
American market, but there is not much to fear from this source, 
until the Panama canal is opened, which will evidently be some 
vears hence, and then the Pacific Coast productions of pineapple 
will seriously interfere with the East Indian product. By that 
time, however, the market will have go‘ten into such good con- 
dition, if the demand for this fruit in tin continues doing as well 
as it is at present, that it will be able to absorb the receipts from 
both sources. 

The New York market reports little or no changes, and such 
as have come to hand are all in the fish line, showing some 
changes probably on account of Lenten demand. 

Lobsters, No. 1, are from ten to fifteen cents higher, quoted 
at from $3.50 to $3.75; half pounds are about from ten to fifteen 
cents higher, quoted at from $1.85 to $2.05. 

In this market holders of small fruits are shading values to 
clear up stock, although some lines are so low already that they 
have advanced somewhat on lowest quotations. 

Standard blackberries, No. 2, are offered at 85¢ to 9go¢, pre- 
served No, 2 at $1.10 to $1.15. 

Seconds blueberries No. 2 at 65¢ to 7o¢; standard blue- 
beries No. 2 at 85¢ to go¢.

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


Business in this market is increasing, with the distribution 
through jobbing channels larger than it has been for some weeks. 
It makes little impression as yet upon the movement of stock 
from first hands, but with some increase noted there is a better 
feeling developing which promises to biing about improved trade 
in all departments. There is a good retail trade, most of which 
is done at full prices. There is some increasing inquiry coming 
from all directions, indicating that sales will be larger as the 
season advances. The market is so much stronger and the out- 
look is so much better that the entire district in this vicinity 
has assumed a degree of activity not noted before this year. 

Tomatoes—Interest in tomatoes is increasing. Brokers say 
they have nothing in standard Maryland 3's below 62%¢. Possi- 
bly an order in hand at 614%¢ would be accepted, but there are 
no offerings at that figure. Some holders have advanced their 
figures to 70¢, and a good many are asking 65¢. These figures 
all go to show that the market is much improved and the outlook 
promises still better conditions in the near future. In futures 
there is less interest, but prices are generally understood to be 
65¢ when any sales are made. On the spot movement seems 
to be confined to actual requirements, which at present are small. 
It is said that there will be an actual shortage in supplies at 
the present rate of consumption before the coming season’s pack 
is ready for delivery.

Corn—Next to tomatoes corn attracts the most interest. 
Sales are made at all prices ranging from 45 to 5o0c. ‘The 
lower values represent extremely poor quality. A liberal sale 
of good corn would result from prices ranging from 50 to 55¢, 
but holders are not anxious to sell at that figure, consequently 
trade is dull. Some buyers appear more willing to pay what 
holders ask for desirable stock up to a certain limit. Above 
6o¢ offerings are not likely to sell. Good standard state corn 
can be had in lots of 5,000 cases at 70¢. Nearly all the business, 
which is in small lots, is done at 50¢ to 60¢, depending upon 
quality, these prices applying in some instances to state packing 
as well as to Northern and Southern stock. No interest is re- 
ported in futures, and prices are largely nominal. 

String Beans—Southern stock is firm, but the market is 
quiet. Reported shortage has caused increased interest, and 
some buyers have been going over the market carefully, picking 
up scattering lots here and there, but holders have not been 
willing sellers. State goods are scarce and firmly held. Cut 
varieties are particularly scarce. 

Peas—Business in spot goods appears to be limited, and in 
most instances is confined to the cheaper grades. So far as can 
be learned nothing is being done in futures. 

Apples—Gallons are receiving a little more attention, but 
holders are so firm in their views that business is restricted and 
interest is slack. Supplies are not large, and few holders are 
anxious seliers. 

Salmon—Representatives of packers of sockeye salmon say 
that the sale of futures subject to approval of price has been the 
heaviest ever known. This is partly due to the fact that the new 
pack will come upon a bare market, and partly to the fact that 
buyers anticipate another short vear with pro rata deliveries. 
They know that with large orders they will get more on pro 
rata deliveries than they would on small ones, consequently they 
are placing large orders. The spot market is improving, the 


entire line sharing in the general demand and movement. Alaska 
red and pink are receiving most attention. 

..Sardines—The market is steady, with demand steadily in- 
creasing. Sales are in larger quantities, though no extraordinary 
improvement has developed as yet. Hupson.

The shortage of the pack of Maine and New York State corn the 
past two or three years has given the packers of the South and West an 
opportunity to ship a large volume of corn to the New England States. 
But the quality of this corn has been such that the retail trade are all 
beginning to realize that consumers wanting a good can of corn will be 
obliged to turn to New York State or Maine products. ‘This applies to 
all sections of the country as well as to New England; and New York 
City jobbers are showing more interest in future standard and fancy New 
York State corn than they have taken since future prices were opened up. 

The low prices on the cheaper grades of spot peas have helped con- 
sumption very materially, and prices have advanced 10 to 15 cents within 
the last sixty days.

PRESERVING. 


When procurable fresh raw waste as it comes from the machine 
replaces evaporated stock and may be cooked in the same manner, 
though barely cover with water when cooked with closed coils and 
very little, or none at all, when cooked with open coi's. When 
sound apples or windfalls can be procured at a nominal cost they 
may be chopped and treated same as fresh raw waste, the pomace from 
them being turned into apple butter. 

Any desired style of press may be used, knuckle joint, four screw 
or hydraulic as prefered. Use cheese frames not more than 
3 to + in. deep. After placing rack and frame wet the cloth, spread 
and carefully fit to the bottom and corners; distribute the cooked 
waste evenly and fill all corners; fold cloth, pin, remove frame and 
place next rack and continue until loaded; the racks and cheeses 
must be exactly superimposed. When platform is loaded run under 


follower and apply pressure very slowly, stopping as soon as the~ 


juice runs freely; when juice nearly ceases running again apply pres- 
sure until it runs freely, then stop, and so continue until the cheese 
is sufficiently dry. If a very quick and continued pressure be applied, 
the outside of the cheese is likely to become dry and caked, thus 
preventing the free exit of moisture from the center, it will also force 
out more “mush” and consequently make a more cloudy jelly. With 
two cookers an average 10 hours’ run is eight batches from the two, 
this allows about an hour’s time for each pressing. After juice runs 
from press strain through press cloth or other suitable material. If 
very muddy run through felt or canton flannel filters. If necessary 
to have very clear, clarify with isinglass solution same as soap. The 
juice may be concentrated to, or near, the jelling point, and set aside 
for the sediment to subside, then draw, or sy phon off the clear liquid 
and filter the remainder, or use it for “butter” jelly. 

The storage tank, recgiving the juice from the press, should 
be of sufficient size to hold rather more than the full contents of one 
of the cookers. During the cooler months of the year there is little 
danger of fermentation taking place in the storage tank and pipes 
leading therefrom, though it is advisable to clean everything thor- 
oughly for the Sunday shut down. During the hot months it is best 
to use, or at least boil down all made juice ce clean up every night. 
It may be carried over night by adding + ozs. preservative for each 
100 gals. taking care that all pipes are filled with the preserved juice, 
but this is not advised. Fermented juice has very little jelling yower 
and foams badly in the kettle. 

PURE SUGAR, FRUIT AND APPLE JUICE PRESERVES. 

Follow general method for hot process preserves, using 
juice from press. 

Place the fruit in kettle and for each 100 Ibs. add 614 gals. 
juice, bring to a boil and cook until the liquid marks 8 degrees, 
then add the sugar and cook until syrup marks 6 degrees less 
then degree called for by hot process; turn off steam and after 
all other ingredients are in add 11% pints Tartaric acid coagulant. 

Using concentrated juice, make same as hot process, cooking 
syrup to 6 degrees less than called for above. For each 100 Ibs. 
fruit add 2 gals, concentrated juice and set with 1% pints Tar- 
taric acid coagulant. 

Using jelly, make same as hot process, cooking syrup to 
same degree. In a separate kettle make a 28 degree sugar and 
juice jelly and mix with the pure sugar goods in desired propor- 
tion. For each 60 Ibs. jelly used add 34 pint Tartaric acid coagu- 
lant, 

COMPOUND PRESERVES, 

Sugar, Glucose and Fruit—To any of the pure sugar and 

fruit preserves add, in kettle after goods are finished and steam 


shut off, or with the syrup in candied fruits, the desired amount 
of 42 degree glucose. This may be added in addition to the 
sugar or may be substituted therefore pound for pound. 

Sugar, Glucose and Fruit with Apple Juice from press, from 
fresh or canned fruit, following process for pure sugar and fruit 
with apple juice from press ,of which this is an example :— 

100 Ibs fruit. 

6'4 gals. apple juice. 

50 Ibs. sugar. 

50 Ibs. glucose. 

1% pints Tartaric acid coagulator. 
4 preservative. 

Color, sufficient. 

Place the fruit in kettle, add the apple juice, cook to 8 degrees, 
add sugar and cook until syrup marks 6 degrees less than called 
for by hot process, turn off steam, add the glucose, color and 
preservative, then add the coagulant. 

Using Concentrated Juice.-—Make same as hot process, using 
but one half the sugar and cooking to 6 degrees less, then add 
the glucose, consentrated juice. etc., in order. 

Using Jelly—Make same as hot process with one-half the 
sugar. In a separate kettle make 28 degree glucose jelly and 
add in desired proportion, set with Tartaric acid coagulant. 

Irom Hot Process Pure Sugar and Fruit, stored in butik, 
using Juice from press. 

100 Ibs. pure sugar preserve. 

6'4 gals. apple juice. 

50 lbs. glucose. 

3 ozs. preservative. 

1% pints Tartaric acid coagulant. 
Color, sufficient. 

Place juice in kettle, add the preserves, cook syrup to 6 
degrees less than directed in hot process, turn off steam, add 
flucose, preservative, color and coagulant, 

Using Jelly —Plce the sugar preserves in kettle, heat gently 
and mix with desired proportion of glucose jelly made in sepa- 
rate kettle; add preservative, color and coagulant. 

JAMS AND MARMALADES, 

American Style, Whole Fruit Jam.—The consistency of jams 
should be viscid rather than jellylike. For sugar, fruit and glu- 
cose, and for pure sugar and fruit the corresponding grades of 
preserves are generally used, though frequently boiled down 1 
degree heavier with acetic acid or cream of tartar to prevent 
crystalization. Grape jam is an exception and is made by cook- 
ing to consistency 50 Ibs. grapes, the juices of 100 Ibs grapes with 
25 Ibs. sugar and adding 2 ozs. preservative. 


For sugar, glucose, fruit and apple juice jams, cook same 


as preserves of like grade, but using double the quantity of juice 
and no coagulant. 

For the cheaper grade of jams dilute hot process preserves 
with a special 30 to 32 degree jelly made by boiling the glucose 
if surplus juice, either from can or fruit, 
is available substitute it for a part of the apple juice used in 
making the jelly.

On of the week the Dr. 
chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Agricultural De- 
partment, delivered a lecture at the Woman’s College of Balti- 
more, on “Foods—Their Composition and Function.” What 
he said in that lecture is incidentally of commercial importance 
to canned goods packers, in that he made the strong point that we 
all eat too much meat, and asserted furthermore that we all eat 
too much; that Americans feed too much, and especially in the 
spring-time we injure ourselves by so doing. 

We have been aware for some years that Dr. Wiley in his 
official position has kept a sinister eye upon all food of all kinds, 
with a strong suspicion that the business of all food preservers 
and food purveyors was busily and remorselessly at work seek- 
ing to poison the entire human race. For nearly three years 
he has been keeping, at the government’s expense a dozen young 
men on specially prepared diets for the purpose of testing the 
poisonous effects of various ingredients which he finds in foods, 
either naturally or artificially. During these three vears one 
of the principal things tested has been green peas, which have 
presumably gotten their verdant appearance from the use of 
sulphate of copper, and from the remarks in his lecture we begin 
to believe that Dr. Wiley really thinks that sulphate of copper 
is injurious to the human system. We should imagine that a 
three vears’ test would be sufficient to remove all doubt in respect 
to the injuriousness of any poison, and yet we believe the dozen 
samples of young men who have been fed upon these poisonous 
peas are thriving pretty well. 

We really believe the work Dr. Wiley is doing is based 
upon honest intentions and sense of duty, but we hope the ne- 
cessity of proving the injuriousness of green peas will not con- 
tribute more verdigris to the final report upon this matter than 
the sulphate of copper does to the systems of the experimentees. 
We believe Dr. Wiley stated also in his lecture that baking pow- 
ders were also found to contain much injurious matter, but we 
would call attention of the world in general to the fact that it 
is impossible to find any food upon which we can sustain life that 
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mi not injurious + meite of some kind i in it. We have been 
warned against all starchy foods, as inclined to make us old and 
by degrees to turn us into bone. We are also warned now 
against nitrogenous foods as being also likely to age us quicker 
than if we leave the nitrogen out of our foods, which is not at 
all easy to do. If we would live well it would appear that we 
must not eat starchy foods—we will have to give up potatoes and 
corn, cereals of all kinds, rice and pretty nearly all other grains, 
for fear of starch. Then we must give up all green peas, beans, 
and matters of that sort, as we well know, because of the salicylic 
acid which they contain. A little later we must give up all to- 
matoes and many other vegetables and fruits, so as to avoid nitro- 
gen, and in a little while it will be the duty of a wise man to 
keep himself alive by starving to death, 

It looks to us occasionally as if our highly enlightened in- 
vestigators and food experts overlook one of the greatest opera- 
tions of nature in her wonderful management. The antidotes 
for most of the injurious things in foods are food in the foods 
themselves, and that therefore the art of proper living for a 
long life is to consume varieties. Cabbage by itself as a con- 
stant diet would be poisonous, but when eaten with other foods 
which are poisonous in another direction the average is a nu- 
tritious resultant. And this law seems to pervade all nature. We 
would call attention to one fact of which we are personally cog- 
nizant. For instance we admit that sulphate of copper in large 
quantities is poisonous to the human system, and yet expert chem- 
ists employed by the French government for the purpose have 
decided that a sufficient quantity of these salts of copper could 
be used in the preservation of green peas without injurious ef- 
fect to the human system in the consumption of green peas. The 
French government, which is always careful not only of the 
health of its people but of their commercial and business interests, 
today permits the use of a certain amount of salts of copper by 
the canned pea packers of France, and all the world knows that 
French peas hold the market everywhere for appearance, flavor 
and superior excellence, and that they not only interfere consid- 
erably to the extension of the American canned pea market into 
Europe, but monopolize a considerable part of the home market 
for green peas. Perhaps these French green peas with their 
salts of copper really occupy the place of a material blessing, 
as a preventive of another great evil which exists to a fright¢ul 
extent in the United States, but which, while well known, is 
backed by such important interests that even our daily papers 
fear to mention the evil. We allude to the American annual 
hog crop. We believe there is nothing in this country in the 
form of food which is doing so much to destroy the vitality of 
our people as the widespread consumption of fat pork. It is 
the basis of nearly all scrofulous diseases, and out of scrofula 
springs the majority of the diseases of mankind. When we read 
annually of the slaughter of millions of hogs, and continually 
increasing in amount, until our corn now is reckoned to a large 
extent as pork, we do not stop to think that, one-sided as the 
slaughter seems to be in regard to the hog, the hog gets in his 
revenge with unfailing certainty. There was a time, very many 
years ago, before we became the great hog-raising nation of the 
earth, when sporadic smallpox was unknown in America, but 
since we have become persistent pork eaters all our people have 
become scrofulous and smallpox is one of the epidemics against 
which we have to persistenly protect ourselves. Some years ago 
when the virulent disease was epidemic in the city of Philadelphia 
it was noticed that men who worked in copper works of any kind 
were exempt from smallpox affliction, and a study of the affair 
showed that it was the salts of copper that gave them immunity, 
and it would seem therefore to be in order for people who eat 
much pork to give their preference to green peas which contain 
sulphate of copper. It would even be wise for Dr. Wiley to study 
this question of natural poison and natural antidote, and it might 
not be out of place for him in instructing young ladies upon 
what foods to avoid, and to also say a good word in favor of 
those very foods when they deserve it. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 
Baltimore, March 4th, 1905. 

Tomatoes.—The unusual preference which many buyers have been 
giving No. 2 tomatoes continued during the past week, and stocks of these 
goods are getting down to very small proportions. Good No, 2 standards 
are pretty well cleaned up under 50¢ per dozen, in tfiis section. Whether 
the upward tendency in these goods will continue, remains to be seen. 
Possibly the low price of No. 3's will prevent any further material advance 
in No. 2's, although where 2's are wanted 3’s do not seem to cut much 
figure in the way of influencing price. The demand for No, 3 tomatoes this 
week was as good as last week, which means that quite a quantity of goods 
moved out of this market. Yet there is no indication of any change in 
price, and the market will probably run along about as it is until those 
sellers who, for one reason or another, wish to clean out are really out of 
the market; then the trade will ahve to supply their wants from goods 
held at higher figures. 

During the past week or two we have received quite a number of 
orders for future No. 3 tomatoes at 62%4¢ per dozen, less 1% per cent, 
f.0. b. We regret to say we are not able to fill any of these orders as yet. 
Packers are quoting 65¢, and this seems to be bottom, at least for the pres- 
brands will be obtainable at this figure. 

Peaches.—The long expected improvement in the second peach market 
seems at last to be materializing. During the past week, there has been a 
pretty good demand at $1.10 for No, 3 second yellows, the result being that 
the market is for the time being cleaned up at this figure. 

Sweet Potatoes —The sweet potato market closes very strong. We 


might buy a few more No. 3’s for prompt shipment at 75¢ per dozen, but 
they are very scarce at this figure. Unless all signs fail this spring will see 
a very much higher market and sweet potatoes at 80¢ or less ought to be 
a pretty safe purchase. 

Future Sweet Potatoes—We can quote strictly first-class dry packed 
future No, 3 sweet potatoes at 70¢ per dozen, regular, f, 0. b. Peninsula. 
Future sweet potatoes at 70¢ have invariably proven a bargain; the coming 
season will probably be no exception. While it is early yet, it is well to 
remember the packing of sweet potatoes is limited and the demand has 
a growing so rapidly that the supply has hardly been able to keep pace 
with it. 

Corn.—Judging from the low prices which are being made on some 
grades of corn, the market is pretty sick. As a matter of fact, however, 
there is and has been a constant demand for these cheap lots of corn. 
Shrewd buyers are evidently picking them up and turning them over at 


a profit.

of such paramount importance as that it be done, and donethoroughly. 

In advocating the testing, when necessary, of every ear of corn 
intended for seed, we have met with the objection that “it takes too 
much time.” We have therefore made some careful computations 
along this line. In Table 1 we have recorded the time in minutes 
used in testing each of nine one-bushel lots of corn. Column 1 gives 
the number of the lot, column 2, the number of the ears in the meas- 
ured bushel, and column 3, the total time used in testing four kernels 
from each ear, in the Geneva Tester, with which we have been able 
so far to do our quickest work in testing.

From the above table, it will be seen that the total time used in 
testing nine bushels of corn of various sized ears was 401 minutes. It 
takes longer to test a bushel of small ears than a bushel of large ones, 
but the average time per bushel is 45 minutes. At this rate, counting 
only five acres to one bushel of seed, one man, in 10 hours’ total time, 
can test every ear of seed corn required to plant 67 acres. Of course, 
the work must be done before planting time. It is suggested that 
winter evenings might profitably be employed in this way, but if the 
work is not done in the evenings, let it be done by daylight as part of 
the regular work. At all events, do not permit it to be overlooked, 
especially when we have such seed corn as much of that planted in 
1904. 

It has already been suggested that it takes more time to test corn 
in the plates of sand than in the Geneva apparatus. Table 2 is of- 
fered to show the time used in testing by this method.

As seen by the above, the average time for testing in sand is 75 
minutes per bushel as against 45 minutes per bushel with the Geneva 
Tester. It is apparent that any one who has any amount of testing to do, 
can well afford to make a Geneva Tester or have one made, rather than 
use sand, 

It is sometimes urged that one who has had sufficient practice can 
select seed corn which will grow, simply by inspecting it, and that testing 
is unnecessary. 

There are many persons who can tell, with some accuracy, by simple 
examination, whether or not corn will grow, but we do not believe that 
inspection can be so accurate as testing. Moreover, the time used in care- 
fully inspecting each ear in a given lot of corn is usually as great or 
greater than the time used in testing the same ears. The time required 
depends much upon the care with which the work is done. If four kernels 
are taken from each ear of corn and each kernel examined carefully and 
the germ inspected, it will require more time than it will to test the 
kernels in the Geneva apparatus. The average time used at the Station for 
inspecting thirteen bushels of seed corn with reasonable care was 31 
minutes per bushel. With two lots, when four kernels were removed from 
each ear and carefully examined, the average time required was 44 minutes 
per bushel. The average time for testing these same two lots in the 
Geneva Tester was 32 minutes per bushel. Even when the time element 
is taken into consideration, the evidence is all in favor of carefully tested 
seed for the corn grower, as opposed to that selected mechanically. 

The following table shows the results which were actually attained 
with 37 different lots of seed corn, 

Eighteen of these lots of corn came to the Experiment Station from 
progressive farmers, and nineteen came from the most trustworthy corn

the number of the lot of corn tested. Column 2 gives the number of 
ears in that particular lot, and column 3 indicates the per cent of corn, 
taken just as it came to the Station, which germinated. This test was 
simply a composite one. Three kernels were taken from each ear, one 
from the butt, one from the middle, and one from the tip. After three 
kernels were thus taken from every ear in the entire lot, they were mixed 
together, and 100 of them were selected at random. These 100 kernels 
were germinated and the resulting per cent was put into column 3. After 
this composite test was made, every ear in each lot was tested, by taking 
four. kernels from an ear and germinating them in sand. In case any 
one of the four kernels did not grow, the ear from which it came was 
discarded as unfit for seed. The number of ears thus discarded is recorded 
in column 4. The remainder were reserved as being good for seed. Then, 
in order to determine whether such testing really accomplishes the desired 
object, composite tests were made of the “good corn,” which was reserved 
for seed, and of the “poor corn,” which was discarded. The per cents 
for the various lots as derived from these tests are recorded. 

It will be observed that the per cent of germination of the “good corn” 
is higher in every instance than the percent of germination of the “poor 
corn”; also that there are only two instances—that of test number 33. 
composed of 80 ears, and that of test number 37, composed of 126 ears— 
in which the per cent of germination for the good corn is not as high 
or higher than that of the composite sample from which it came. This 
evidence therefore practically all goes to indicate that the plan is effective. 
In other words, having given a number of ears of seed corn, if is possible 
to determine with accuracy which of those cars have the highest average 
per cent of germinable kernels. 

The average of all the tests of “good corn” in column 5 is 94.00 per 
cent. The average of the composite tests of the lots of corn from whence 
those good ears were taken, is 85.19 per cent. The original lots were made 
up of seed corn, which was carefully selected by ordinary methods before 
it came to the Agricultural Experiment Station. The difference between 
94.00 and 85.19 is 8.81 per cent, in favor of the “good corn,” which is 
clearly attributable to the fact that every ear was tested and only the 
“good ones” reserved. That this difference is correct is further attested 
by noticing the average per cent of the “poor” lots of corn in column 6, 
which is 66.11. Evidently from this, no mistake was made in the kind 
of ears discarded. 

It is fair to assume, according to the above figures, that the seed corn 


8.81 per cent better than it was. Although it does not follow absolutely, 
it is not far from correct to reason that the crop is 8.81 per cent lighter 
than it might have been, had the best seed attainable been used. This is a 
conservative estimate considering that the original lots of corn above were 
probabliy better than the average seed corn planted in Illinois in 1904. 
Granting, then, that 8.81 per cent of the seed planted failed to grow 
and that there was 1,000,000 bushels of corn used for seed in Illinois, 
the amount: of corn planted which did not grow was 88,100 bushels. Valu- 


ing it at $2.00 per bushel, it represented a dead loss of $176,200. This 
amount alone would pay for testing practically every ear of corn planted in 
Illinois, counting labor at $1.50 a day. The great loss, however, consists 
in the shortage of the crop due to this poor seed. The valuation of the 
corn crop in Illinois, as given in the year book of the Department of 
Agriculture for the year 1903, was $95,000,000. Counting the proportionate 
loss therefore, which might have been prevented by proper testing of seed 
corn, we have $8,369,500. The data herein presented certainly justifies the 
conclusion that such a sum could have been saved by Illinois corn growers 
the past year by properly testing seed. 

To bring the matter as closely home as possible to the individual 
farmer, suppose that he raises 80 acres of corn, and that his normal yield 
is 60 bushels per acre, giving a total of 4,800 bushels. His average loss 
this year was 8.81 per cent of that amount, or 422.88 bushels. Valuing this 
at 40 cents a bushel, we have a loss of $169.15 due to the use of untested 
seed. This amount would pay the necessary wages for testing every ear 
of seed corn which would be used on 7,555 acres of land, counting the 
wages at $1.50 a day. These figures ought to appeal not so much to our 
seed dealers as to farmers and corn growers. ‘They are the people directly 
interested. 

Having determined the data above, it is not unreasonable to assert 
that every corn grower ought to know beyond any peradventure, just what 
kind of seed corn he pours into his planter boxes at planting time. We 
do not mean to urge anything unreasonable, and we are not doing so, If 
we were to test say 1,00 ears of seed corn from a seed house and found 
them to grow perfectly, we would be ready to admit that the next 1,000 
ears were reasonably safe for seed, providing they were the same kind 
of ears, kept upder the same conditions as the first 1,000 had been; but 
we would not take too much for granted. 

The object toward which we are all striving is that agriculture be made 
an exact science. The testing of each ear of seed corn, whenever necessary, 
will certainly be a considerable stride in that direction.

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THE PEA CANNERS’ FRIEND vs. THE PIRATE. 


For a number of years the Chisholm-Scott Company have been posing asthe canners’ friend and 


have delicately referred to me as the “‘ pirate.’’ Asa matter of information I should like to hear from any 
canner who can point to a single act of theirs which would show they were endeavoring to protect the 
packers. I am a canner first and a machine man next ; I was forced to make machines as a matter of self 
protection simply on account of an act of bad faith on the part of the Chisholm-Scott Company toward 
me in 1893 ; from time to time since then I have endeavored to compromise our differences but the propo- 
sitions made to me have always been so unfair to me and my customers that I was compelled to decline.

I 
believed, and do believe still, that it will be to the interest of every packer in the country to have but one 
firm to control the sale of machines for threshing peas, and as a packer and not as a machine man, I looked 
at it from that standpoint. I offered to withdraw on conditions which would have been an actual loss to 
me, feeling I would recover in the future by keeping the pea packing business within bounds. 

Now as to the status of the litigation at present: I am aware that attempts are being made to 
intimidate canners by threats of injunction under the podder patent. All such threats are idle talk, as will 
be seen from the following facts: Inthe case at Wilmington, the complainants in order to cut off my 
right to appeal from that decision have settled with the defendant on liberal terms without my knowledge 
or consent; in the case at Milwaukee they have waived their right to an injunction for the same purpose, 
and, as I am informed, propose todo the same thing in the case at Utica. Having thus given up and 

thrown away their right to an injunction in three cases in order to prevent appeals, it is absurd to pretend 
é that any court would grant them an injunction against any one else. The podder patent is as dead as 
Pharaoh for the remaining two years of its term. The Chisholm-Scott Company has not dared to bring it’s 
viner patent to trial and in my opinion will notdoso. If they should it would be to meet defeat as before. 
In respect to the viner patents the decision of the Court of Appeals of the third circuit was unanimous, and 
there is no chance to develop any new facts in regard to the machine. 

I have endeavored for years to relieve the canning industry from the incubus of these patents. No- 
‘ body has ever been hurt by the Chisholm-Scott Pea Huller patent yet, and nobody that deals with me ever 
will be. Write to me if you want the best machine and the best work at the lowest prices. Please bear in 
mind that the decisions in favor of my opponent are those of LOWER COURTS, while the only case on 
which an APPELATE COURT has passed was decided by said court in MY FAVOR. 

We will take immediate steps to have the settlement made with one of my customers in Delaware, 
set aside, and we will appeal that case as well as all other cases and we urgently request every packer 
not to sign contracts with our opponent for more than one season i. e. 1905; we think it a self evident fact, 
after a reading of the statements herein made, that you will understand why the Chisholm-Scott people are so 
anxious to have you sign contracts for three years. The season is now too far advanced for us to place 
many machines in the market for 1905 but we will be glad to take orders up to April 1st, and immediately 
after the close of the present season we will have a proposition to make to the canners of the country which 
we know will be to their interest, but whether you wish to do business with us or not, take our advice, don’t 
sign for more than one year and you will make money by not doing so. Those who took our advice in re- 


gard to contracts some years ago benefitted by it; they will do so again.
